MORE CORN. 


Since writing the editorial on corn, 
published two weeks ago, more corn 
testimony has been coming in from 
every direction. Mr. C. I. Bailey of 
Winthrop Centre, of the well known 
firm of Charles M. Bailey & Sons, the 
wealthy oil cloth manufacturers, in- 
forms us he is feeding corn-and-cob 
meal from his splendid crop of yellow 
corn grown last year on his fine farm at 
Winthrop Centre. Itis fed to cows as 
a part meal ration, with cotton seed 
meal to make up the remainder. Mr. 
Bailey is highly pleased, not only with 
the corn crop, but also with the results 
from feeding. He will plant liberally of 
the crop the coming season. 

Anuther notable success with this crop 
is that of Mr. S. H. Breckley, who owns 
a fine Androscoggin river intervale farm 
in the good old farming town of Liver- 
more. His crop of corn last year was 
remarkable. A portion of it was put in 
a silo, ears and all, and a portion left to 
be husked. The harvest was more than 
a bushel of ears to the square rod of 
land. He, too, has been feeding the 
corn-and-cob meal to a large herd of 
cows, with cotton seed, and has had 
plenty for his full winter’s use for that 
use. He will plant a field of eight acres 
the coming spring. Mr. Breckley tried 
an experiment in manuring his corn 
land last year. Through the middle of 
the field a strip was left on which the 
manure was plowed under the sod. On 
the remainder of the field the applica- 
tion was on the furrows. Through the 
entire season n6 one could distinguish 
the difference in the growth of the corn 
on the different parts. 

We are glad thus to note that farmers 
are going to plant largely the coming 
season of this valuable Maine crop. 





EVAPORATING APPLES. 


The apple crop of the State has again 
been disposed of at a fairly good average 
price. Yet the fact remains all the same 
that the seconds have as usual been badly 
inthe way to drag down the price toa 
lower average. Most growers still insist 
on selling at an agreed upon price “right 
through.” 

We still claim it would be better not 
to put the seconds on the market as 
green fruit. We complain that Nova 
Scotia and Canadian fruit brings higher 
prices abroad than our own, yet we still 
insist that the inferior fruit shall make 
up a goodly part of it. 

We fully believe that the introduction 
of the evaporator into our State to a 
much larger extent than it has ever yet 
been done, and as has been done in the 
fruit counties of New York, would prove 
an advantage if rightly handled. The 
canners now take care of some of this 
inferior fruit. Let the evaporator come 
and take the rest. It is estimated that 
in Wayne county, New York, above a 
full million bushels of the last crop of 
this class of apples was evaporated, and 
that in this form it was worth a full half 
million dollars. This disposition of the 
fruit takes it out of the market and puts 
it into a form of value and out of com- 
petition with the green fruit. 

We are strongly of the opinion that 
such a disposition of this class of fruit 
in our State would be greatly to the ad- 
vantage of the growers. 





TUBERCLE BACILLI IN MILK NOT OFTEN 
FOUND. 


Dr. Samuel G. Dixon of the Academy 
of Natural Sciences, Philadelphia, who 
is an acknowledged authority among the 
microscopic savants of this country, says: 

“[ have no hesitation in stating that 
our people are unnecessarily alarmed re- 
garding the danger of contracting tuber- 
culosis from cow’s milk. * * * In 
talking with the lay people [ find that 
they do not realize the fact that a large 
majority of the bacteriologists of the 
world have searched most diligently for 
the tubercle bacillus in the milk of cows 
suffering from consumption, and as yet 
have only found the germs in that taken 
from animals affected with tuberculosis 
of the milk glands and ducts, which re- 
sult is coupled with the fact that com- 
paratively few tuberculous animals, par- 
ticularly those suffering from incipient 
consumption, are affected.” 

The above opinion coming from so 
high an authority is worthy of great 
confidence. It also corresponds squarely 
with the views of Dr. Cressey of Connec- 
ticut, one of the first veterinarians of 
the country to study tuberculosis in 
Dr. Cressey still affirms that 
milk in the early stages of this disease is

SACALINE AGAIN. 


Inquiries are still abroad as to the 
value of the new fodder plant named at 
the head of this article. The spring 
catalogues advertise it, and contain long 
descriptions filled with the most ex- 
travagant statements of its merits. We 
have cautioned our readers against 
accepting any of these stories, and 
against investing in its seed or plants. 

A French botanist first called atten- 
tion to this plant. He reported it as 
coming from an island in the sea of 
Okhotsk, north of the Japan group, 
where the rainfall is heavy and atmos- 
phere moist the year round. Prof. 
Georgeson, of the Kansas Experiment 
Station, reports a trial of this new plant 
at that station. He says: ‘A plant of 
such extraordinary productive powers as 
stated in the French report, with possi- 
bilities for usefulness as a forage plant, 
deserves to be investigated. We there- 
fore procured a dozen plants from 
Pitcher & Manda, a nursery firm of New 
Jersey, and planted them out in April 
last. The plants, or rather roots, started 
to grow promptly, but a late mild frost 
killed the shoots to the ground, after 
having reached a height of six to nine 
inches. One-half of the plants did not 
start to grow again; the remaining six 
sent up feeble spouts which reached a 
height of eighteen to twenty inches 
before the severe drouth of the season 
set in, in the latter half of July. When 
the hot, dry weather came they ceased 
to grow, lost their leaves, and apparent- 
ly succumbed entirely.”” The Professor 
goes on to say that the results secured 
in this one trial do not hold out much 
promise of the enormous yields of 
nutritious green fodder which seed cata- 
logues would lead us to expect. He is 
to give further trial, and with seeds 
from different sources, but he adds, 
“with little hopes of more favorable 
results than before.” 

Prof. James Wilson, Iowa Agricul- 
tural College, thus expresses his opinion 
of sacaline: ‘‘The sacaline plant does 
grow on our campus. It grows eight to 
twelve feet high in a year, but it has 
never been experimented with as a fod- 
der plant, nor do I believe it ever will be

DISEASED CATTLE. 
Interesting Farming Suggestions. 
BY H. G. ABBOTT. 

Mr. Editor: The legislators are about 
to return to their constituents, to receive 
their verdict as good or bad servants. 
As itis well known that only abouta 
dozen members in all the legislature 
direct legislation, the farmers have been 
respectfully treated by the professional 
members, and have made a very credit- 
able showing, and are gaining in their 
influence. 

The disease attacking cows isthe most 
important of anything the community 
has tu coutend with, for whether pure 
or impure, milk is indispensable in every 
family, from the infant to the oldest 
person in the family, and there is no 
way to detect it. Lam fully satisfied 
that the disease was, and is now, brought 
on by exciting food and close confine- 





air, more exeicise, more sun, less im- 
ported feed, more clover and mixed hay, 
and wats cut green fur fodder in winter, 
with roots. Dr. Boutelle of Waterville, 
a few years before his death, had a fine 
herd of Jersey cows, and was noted for 
making nice butter, both in color and 
flavor. When asked how he made such 
yellow butter, he said he colored it in 
the cow by feeding carrots. At that 
time tuberculosis was nut known, I am 
fully satisfied that this disease is bred 
in our State in the large establishments 
by exciting feed, both to cow and calf, 
and close confinement. 

At the time of the disease of the cows 
at the State College at Orono, I visited 
the stable there. I found the stable 
very close, and the air bad. On the 
north side of the barn was a row of calf 
pens, about five feet square, away from 
the sun and light. In these pens were 
calves of all ages, with no yard room to 
caper in, and eaiing exciting and fatten- 
ing food, A few days after, I met Pres- 
ident Fernald at Augusta, and asked 
him if he did not think a close stable 
and high feeding had something to do 
about this disease. His reply was, “I 
have been thinking about that.’’ The 
cow has been treated too much as a 
machine, to get the greatest amount of 
milk and butter out of her, and the calf 
fed too high, to make him fat, so as to 
sell for a big price. {have had an ex- 
perience in keeping from 10 to 14 cows, 
selling milk and butter, but never had 
asick cow. That was twenty years ago. 
I never put them up in the summer 
season, but had a large yard, with open 
sheds. Always kept salt in the shed, 
with a sprinkling of sulphur. 

As the calves are now coming along, 
and some of them are to be raised, to 
keep the stock up, it is important to 
teach them to drink. My way is to take 
a pail, and milk from the cow what is 
suflicient, and have aman to hold the 
calf around its body, and put its head 
into the pail, and with ‘one band open 
its mouth, and let it suck your fingers, 
and then slip them out of its mouth a 
few times, with the hand, and they will 
drink alone. Inthis way they can run 
in the pasture with the cow. The 
rubber teat is a uuisance. They will 
never get weaned, but will suck every 
old rag they get at,

SLANG WORDS AND PHRASES. 


The Origin of “Outsider,” “You're «a 
Daisy” and “Too Thin.” 

“Dun” is a word whose meaning is 
now known to everyone who under- 
stands the English language. About 
the beginning of the century, says the 
Boston Post, a constable in England 
named John Dun became celebrated as 
a first-class collector of bad accounts. 
When others would fail to collect a bad 
debt, Dun would be sure to get it out 
of the debtor. It soon passed into a 
current phrase that when a person 
owed money and did not pay when 
asked, he would have to be ‘‘Dunned.” 
Hence it soon became common in such 
cases to say: “You will have to dun 
So-and-so if you wish to collect your 
money.” 

Until the nomination of Franklin 
Pierce for the presidency the word 
“outsider” was unknown. The com- 
mittee on credentials came to make its 
report and could not get into the hall 
because of the crowd of people who, 
were not members of the convention. 
The chairman of the convention asked 
if the committee was ready to report, 
and the chairman of the committee an- 
swered: ‘Yes, Mr. Chairman, but the 
committee is unable to get inside on 
account of the crowd and pressure of 
the outsiders.” The newspaper report- 
ers took up the word and used it. 

“You are a daisy,” is used by Dickens 
in ‘David Copperfield” in the sense of 
calling a person a daisy in the way to 
express admiration and dt the same 
time to laugh at one’s credulity. Steer- 
forth says to young Copperfield: ‘‘David, 
my daisy, you are so innocent of the 
world. Let me call you my daisy, as it 
is so refreshing to find one in these 
eorrupt days so innocent and unso- 
phisticated. My dear Copperfield, the 
daisies of the field are not fresher than 

ou.” 

“Too thin” was given currency by 
Alexander H. Stephens, of Georgia, in 
the United States congress in 1870. 
Some members had made a reply to 
Mr. Stephens, and the latter had his 
chair wheeled out in the aisle, and said 
in that shrill, piping voice which al- 
ways commanded silence: ‘‘Mr. Speaker,

TRAINING NATURE. 


How the Japanese Make Marvels for the 
Market. 

At Jamrach’s in London the otlier 
day, says the New York Journal, some 
one asked the great animal] catcher and 
importer “if he had run out of mer- 
maids?” 

“We used to keep them,” he an- 
swered, “when they fetehed four 
pounds apiece, but now we can't get 
more than one pound for them. Frank 
Buckland burst up the trade when he 
exposed the method of their manufac- 
ture by the Japanese from a fish and a 
monkey skin cleverly united; so we no 
longer make them a ‘leading article,” 
he smilingly added. 

“The “Japanese are remarkably in- 
genious.” 

“Not only that but they possess in- 
finite patience. The telescope fish is a 
case in point. It is a fish of immense 
leagth, with a double, fanlike tail, and 
produced by breeding on the principle 
of artificial selection. However, they 
are quite common in Germany now.” 

“And do you know how they get 
white Java sparrows?” 

“They select a pair of grayish birds 
and keep them in a white cage in a 
white room and they are attended by a 
person dressed in white. The mental 
effect on a series of generations of 
birds results in completely white birds 
They breed the domestic cock with 
enormously long tails after the same 
principle. They first select a bird with 
a good tail, giving him a very high 
perch to stand on; then with weights 
they drag the tail downward, carrying 
on the same system with the finest 
specimens of his descendants till a tail 
almost as long as a peacock’s is_ pro- 
duced at last. And how marvelous 
they are in the fertilization of plants! 
Did you ever see one of their dwarf 
trees, perhaps fifty years old, and yet 
not more than an inch or two high?”

‘Again, the boy on the farm is quite 
certain to form habits of economy which 
will be a help to him through life, while 
the boy in the city has great temptations 
to spend, and often yields to them. The 
boy who settles down on the farm is 
always sure of work at good wages. 
The supply of good farm hands does not 
equal the demand, while the reverse is 
true.of nearly all classes of workmen in 
the cities. There is no tyrannical labor 
union to interfere with the farmer’s right 
to work, and ne matter how hard the 
times may be he has an abundance to eat 
and a home to live in.’”’

A dis- 
cussion of the topic, “How I Would 
Keep House,” by A. E. Bosworth, John 
Friend, C. B. Wade, Mrs. R. H. Boothby, 
Mrs. T. J. Calden. A class of 25 were 
instructed in the fifth degree, and ad- 
mitted into the Pomona. We found 
Athens Grange increasing largely in 
numbers and interest.

The limed egg bill has become 
the law of Maine, and hereafter it is 
prohibited to sell such without making 
their character known to the purchaser. 
The bill prohibiting the sale of oleomar- 
garine in imitation of butter has also 
so passed both branches, and _ has 
become a law, after which oleo will 
be obliged to sail under its own colors, 
instead of the flag of yellow. 





Memorial Day in Chicago is to be 
celebrated by the dedication there of a 
monument to the Confederate dead who 
were buried in northern fields. Northern 
and southern men joined in contribu- 
tions to the fund, and Federal and Con- 
federate generals will participate in the 
exercises of dedication. A car load of 
flowers will be sent from Savannah, 
Atlanta, New Orleans and other southern 
cities will make contributions. 





Evidently the court at Bangor doesn’t 
look upon the unfortunate affair at 
North Carmel as murder. Charles F. 
Thompson, the fratricide, who killed 
his brother at North Carmel, was 
arraigned before Judge Vose, of the 
Bangor Municipal Court, Wednesday, 
Col. Jasper Hutchins appearing as his 
counsel. He was charged with man- 
slaughter, and pleaded not guilty, and 
waived a hearing. The judge found 
probable cause, and he was bound over 
to the August term of court in the sum 
of $1000, Fred T. Halland J. P. Tucker 
are his bondsmen. Thompson returned 
to his home as soon as released. 





Germany seems to be taking second 
thought in the matter of excluding 
American beef. The State council, last 
week, discussed the question of prohib- 
iting the importation of American cattle, 
but decided not to recommend any new 
measures. Probably Germany sees that 
she cannot maintain a state of unfriend- 
liness with this country very long. 
Just now, she finds she wants some 
changes made in the extradition treaty, 
and it is best to be courteous until this 
matter is settled—by which time, doubt- 
less, something else will come up. 
Meanwhile, she has probably taken no- 
tice of the retaliation business which 
American papers have been holding up 
very prominently, and since she doesn’t 
want a 10 per cent. discrimination im- 
posed on her exports to this country, 
she probably realizes that it is just as 
well to keep on good terms with us. 
The Philadelphia Bulletin thinks that 
the beef exclusion business was a blun- 
der, and that it will probably be ac- 
knowledged as such before long. 


Brigadier General Adam Badeau, 
whose death is announced, at the age of 
63, was born in New York city, in 1831, 
and his early life was devoted to writing 
for magazines and newspapers. He 
volunteered to lead a charge at Port 
Hudson, in which he was wounded in 
the foot. For this service he was given 
a commission, and made aid to Gen. 
T. W. Sherman. He was afterward 
transferred to Grant's staff, and re- 
mained with him as military secretary 
from March, 1864, to the end of the 
fighting, and remained with Grant until 
March, 1869, when he was retired with 
the brevet of Brigadier General. A 
little later Grant sent him as Secretary 
of Legation to London; in 1870 he went 
to Madrid as a bearer of special dis- 
patches; then was made Consul General 
at London, and filled that post for 11 
years. While he was holding the con- 
sulship, he was offered by President 
Grant the place of Minister to Belgium, 
but declined, and by President Garfield 
was nominated charge d'affaires at 
Copenhagen, but his name was with- 
drawn at his own request. In May, 
1882, he was sent as Consul General to 
. Havana, and he resigned in April, 1884. 
After Gen. Grant’s death, Badeau drew 
severe criticiem on himself by claiming 
the principal merit for the writing of 
Gen. Grant’s memoirs, in which the 
universal judgment, as well as the evi- 
dence, was against him, and his action 
was regarded as one of gross ingratitude 
toward his patron. 





LIBERTY OF THE PRESS 


A case that affects the public, and the 
publishers of newspapers as well, was 
decided last week in the Supreme 
Judicial Court inthis city, Judge Wis 
well presiding. 

Mr, Winslow B. Marston, a citizeu of 
Waterville, aged about 75 years, brought 
a suit against the publishers of the 
Lewiston Journal for libel, the amount 
of damages being placed at $10,000. Mr. 
Marston, who is a bachelor, lives a sort 
of a hermit life, and in February, 1894, 
the Journal published a write-up of Mr. 
Marston and his home, embellished with 
cuts. The article was written by Roy 
Mathews of Waterville. The plaintiff 
claimed that the article conveyed to the 
public the idea that he l'ved in a barn, 
with animals; that he was filthy, and did 
not allow himself enough to eat, though 
of sufficient means; that the article as 
printed injured him in his good name and 
reputation, and subjected him to the 
ridicule and scorn of the people who had 
before held him in high esteem. He 
also said the defendants published an 
alleged likeness of him, which was in 
fact a caricature. 

The defendants admitted the publica- 
cation of the article and picture set forth 
in the writ, but said the words were true 
and not libelous, and that they printed 
them without malice. They also said 
that the words were not susceptible of 
any such interpretation as the plaintiff 
put upon them. They also said that 
the plaintiff consented to the interview, 
and requested that it might be pub- 
lished, and that the picture which they 
published was the result of a photo- 
graph for which the plaintiff sat at their 
request. S.S. Brown and F. A. Waldron 
of Waterville appeared for the plaintiff. 
and H. M. Heath of Augusta and A. S, 
Woodman for thedefence. Thecase was 
well prepared by the defence, not a loop- 
hole being left. We heard the most of 
the testimony, and never heard a more 
slimsy case. We don’t think that Mr. 
Marston, unaided by the suggestion of 
some pettifogers, would have thought of 
bringing the case. 

Judge Wiswell’s careful and impartial 
charge instructed the jury as to law. 
He ruled out several of the remarkable 
inuendoes in the plaintiff's writ, declar- 
ing that the words in the article were 
incapable of the meaning attributed to 
to them by tbe plaintiff's counsel. If 
the truth of words alleged to be libelous 
is proven, said the Judge, that is a com- 
plete justification, unless it can be shown 
that they were written with a corrupt or 
malicious motive, or with a reckless dis- 
regard of the plaintiff's rights and the 
effect of the words upon him. The 
burden of proving the truth of the words 
falls upon the defendant. The burden 
of proving malice falls on the plaintiff. 
If there was malice in the writer of the 
article, the publishers are responsible for 
his malice, though they have none. The 
Judge’s charge practically threw the 
picture out of the case. 

The jury were only out about an hour, 
and brought in a verdict of ‘‘not guilty.” 
A libel case is always a difficult one 
to try. Many elaborate and learned dis- 
quisitions have been written upon the 
law of libel as applied to the public 
press, and a multitude of hair-splitting 
theories advanced; so that to give full 
consideration and due weight to all the 
intricacies entering into a libel case, it 
would be necessary to have a jury of 
experts. 

Just to what an extent a private citi- 
zen’s habits of life, his mannerisms, his 
dwelling place, his method of living, his 
habits of cleanliness or uncleanliness, 
may be paraded in the newspaper, and 
thus laid bare to public view, is a some- 
what difficult and delicate question. 
And then it is another question how 
long a person can live like a hermit, 
violating all the known laws of society, 
wallowing in the filth and mire of his 
surroundings, and of his own making, 
without being a subject of comment, 
coming within the radius of the search- 
light of the public press, that mirror of 
truth, without which the world wouid 
lapse into a semi-barbaric state. 

As the world is constituted, and as we 
live under a form of government regu- 
lated by law, a person cannot live just 
as he pleases, and he cannot do just as 
he pleases, neither in this world or any 
other world that we know about. He 
cannot be an extremest or a nuisance 
long, without attracting the attention of 
the ever alert newspaper man or the of- 
ficers of the law. And when a news 
paper unearths anything of a public 
character that ought to be abated or 
regulated—when it suggests measures 
of reform—and turns upon all matters 
the electric light of truth, it is a public 
benefactor. And who would cripple 
such a blessing by libel suits? 

Take, for illustration, the great cities. 
How many murderers have been hunted 
down, how many offenders against the 
law and the rights of man have been de- 
tected and brought to justice by enter- 
prising newspapers. These newspapers 
are the exponents and defenders of the 
best thoughts of the times; and it is 
in the interests of fairness and common 
honesty that it is growing m re and 
more difficult to cripple the power of the 
press, and stifle its freedom of utterance 
by the fear and vexation of libel suits. 
We deem it to be in the interests of a 
free, courageous and untrammeled press 
that twelve intelligeht men, comprising 
a Kennebec jury, have rendered their 
unanimous verdict of ‘not guilty” in the 
case referred to above. 


The directors of Rigby Park have 
strong hope of capturing the New Eng- 
land fair.

Dr Caleb Strong Whitman. 
| Dr. Caleb Strong Whitman of Gardiner 
\died in that city, Saturday. The de- 
|eeased was born in Boston, April 12th, 
| 1896: His ancestors were among the 
}earliest settlers in Massachusetts who 
| emigrated from England. His father 
was Judge Benjamia Whitman of Boston, 
an able lawver, aud who became dis- 
tinguished in his profession, 

Dr. Whitman gradusted at Harvard 
College iu 1831. For several years he 
practiced medicine in South Boston. In 
1843 he abandoned his profession and re- 
moved to Gardiner, where he had sinee 
j resided, living a retired life with bis 
family. 

He was aman of unusual originality 
of thought, of decided ability, and thor- 
oughly independent in his views. He 
naturally possessed a scientific mind, 
and devoted much attention to mineralo- 
gy and meteorology. His cabinet of 
minerals cost him several thousand dol- 
lars, and numbers over 10,000 distinct 
specimens from all parts of the world; 
and many of them are so rare that they 
cannot be duplicated. He was of 
scholarly attainments, and delighted in 
the companionship of books, from which 
he was able to quote at will. He was 
the oldest living member, at the time of 
his death, of the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company of Boston. In his 
religious belief he was a Congregational- 
ist, and was a member of that church in 
Gardiner. He was three times married, 
and is survived by his wife, a son and 
daughter. His son, who is by his first 
wife, is the well known journalist, W. E. 
S. Whitman, (Toby Candor,) of this city. 





The City Government. 
A special meeting of the new city 
government of Augusta was held on 
Monday evening, at which time Mayor 
Milliken gave his address, calling at- 
tention to the needs of the various de- 
partments. He states that during the 
past year a deficiency of $17,000 has been 
paid, and the city debt cut down $9000. 
The net city debt is now $281,639.85. 
The Mayor recommends the continua- 
tion of the permanent work on the 
streets and sewers; the maintenance of 
the schools and fire department up to 
their present high standard; the proper 
care of the poor and needy; and an an- 
nual appropriation for the Lithgow 
Library, so that it may be absolutely 
free to the public. 
In joint convention of the two branches, 
Charles R. Choate was elected Over- 
seer of the Poor. An order was passed 
for the erection of a barn at the alms 
house. F. J. Clark was appointed as 
engineer of Cushnoc steam fire engine. 
The following regular police officers 
were appointed and confirmed: Benja- 
min F. McFarland, William L. Thomp- 
son, Frank E. Chase, Paschal M. Brann. 
Specials—L. L. Wellman, Philip Gil- 
bert, John E. Parker, William 8S.

Disaster to Richmond. 
Burglars effected an entrance to the 
post office in Richmond, Tuesday morn- 
ing about 2.15 o’clock, and secured about 
$150 and several dollars’ worth of stamps. 
An explosion probably from an attempt 
to blow open the safe set the block afire. 
Before the fire was extinguished the en- 
tire building was gutted and nearly all 
the contents destroyed or badly dam- 
aged, including the stocks of G. E. Ames, 
book store, periodicals, wall paper, West- 
ern Union telegraph office and telephone 
exchange; Herbert Mansir, book store 
and periodicals; post office, G. R. Theo- 
bald, postmaster; W. A. Voter, meat and 
provisions; J. E. Flynn, tobacco and 
cigars; and the Richmond public library. 
The Riehmond Library Association had 
rooms on the second ‘floor, and its valua- 
ble library of 4400 volumes is damaged 
to a considerable extent. 
The total loss by the fire will reach 
$20,000. Itis divided as follows: Geo. 
E. Ames, books and stationery, $3500; 
insured, $3000. Herbert Mansir, books 
and stationery, $3500; insured, $3000; 
W.S. Voter, meat and provisions, $500; 
insured, $400. W. H. Stuart, building, 
$3000:, insured, $2000. ©. W. Jack, 
building, $1500; insured, $1300; J. E. 
Flynn, tobacco and cigars, $500; no in- 
surance. Western: Union Telegraph of- 
fice, loss not known. Post office fixtures, 
$1000; insured, $700; public library, loss 
several thousands, partially insured. 
The parties burned out made the best 
of things, and those who could secured 
temporary quarters.

All 
things being equal, the farmers of Maine 
can do: better financially by dealing with 
their own people—those with whom 
they are acquainted. We hope they will 
not pass threugh the bitter experience 
in this business that some of our farmers 
did a few years ago, when there 
was nothing but loss. Parties go 
through the farming communities and 
ask farmers to subscribe for stock in 
plants alleged to eost from 35000 to 
$7000, when the A. L. and E. F. Goss 
Co. of Lewiston will put in a better one 
for $3000. We hope our farmers will 
not allow themselves to be caught 
napping in this matter.

MAINE LEGISLATURE. 


‘inal Adjournment. 
Senator Wiggios’ bill to increase the 
mill tax aud reduce the per capita tax, 
stirred up considerable in the House, 
Wednesday, The farmers supported it 
generally, while the representatives from 
the cities and large towns, which would 
by the bill be required to pay additional 
tax, while the country would be relieved 
proportionally, opposed it. The accept- 
ance of the majority report of the com- 
mittee was the question pending before 
the House at the opening of the session, 
Weduesday afternoon. The bill ia- 
creases the school mill tax to 13¢ mills 
on a dollar, and cuts down the per 
capita tax from 30 cents per capita to 45 
cents per capita, It received a passage, 
61 to 52, 
In Senate, Thursday, bill to establish 
a State commission on highways, and 
the sectarian appropriation amendment, 
were defeated without division. 
The resolve appropriating $15,000 for 
the building of a dormitory at the Nor- 
mal School in Gurham, received a 
passage. 
The House, Thursday, adhered to its 
former action in passing the woman 
suffrage bill. 
The committee reported ought to pass 
on a bill providing for automatic signals 
at crossings of highways and railroads; 
same, Waldo Street Railroad Co.; legis 
lation inexpedient, requiring telephone 
companies to maintain public telephones. 
The bill to regulate the practice of 
medicine and surgery was taken up. 
The House refused to indefinitely post- 
pone the bill, by a vote of 65 to 48. It 
was then passed to be engrossed, after 
being amended so that no more than 
two members of the board should be 
graduates of one chartered school of 
medicine. The so-called “temperance 
bill” was indefinitely postponed by a 
vote of 63 to 19. 
In Senate, Friday, the European and 
North American “land grab’ was dis- 
cussed upon the acceptance of the major- 
ity report of the judiciary committee 
against any legislation. 
The bill increasing the penalties for 
liquor selling was indetininely posponed 
in concurrence with the House. The 
Senate voted to adhere to its adverse 
vote on the Wiggin school tax bill, 
which was passed in the House, Thurs- 
day. This kills the bill. The Senate 
refused to recede and concur with the 
House, whieh refused to pass the 
Y. M. C. A. exemption bill, and voted 
to adhere. This also disposes of this 
measure. The liquor agency bill was 
voted down, an amendment offered by 
Mr. Hume to allow the agencies to pur- 
chase their own liquors being voted 
down. The $25,000 fish and game ap- 
propriation received a passage in con- 
currence with the House. 
In House, Friday, the committee on 
mines and mining reported ought not to 
pass on the bill for mineralogical survey 
of the State. 
The measure to remove the county 
seat ot York county from Alfred to Bid- 
deford or Saco, was discussed at length, 
and voted down ib concurrence with the 
Senate, 85 to 27. 
Both branches adjourned to Monday 
afternoon, 
In Senate, Monday, the bill providing 
for the election of Mayor of Bangor by 
plurality was engrossed. The tax bill 
for 1896, 214 mills, ($731,941.70) was 
passed. The ten and a half inch lobster 
law the year round was enacted. 
Bill an act to establish a State board of 
education, passed to be engrossed by the 
Senate, came back from the House in- 
definitely postponed. It was indefinitely 
postponed in concurrence.

In House, Monday, the resolve was 
passed appropriating $8009 for the erec- 
tion of another cottage at the State Re- 
form School. This is outside of the reg- 
ular appropriation. 
In Senate, Tuesday, the medical regis- 
tration bill (in a mild form compared 
with those defeated in former years,) 
passed in concurrence with the House, 
by a vote of l14to1l. A_ resolve passed 
both branches giving Adjutant General 
Connor $1000 in recognition of his ser- 
vices in the war. 
The Senate recalled from the Governor 
the bill relating to inequalities of taxa- 
tion in Cape Elizabeth, and indefinitely 
postponed it. The bill to exempt agri- 
cultural societies from taxation met with 
the same fate. 
The House, Tuesday, made quick and 
decided work of the highway commis- 
sion bill, defeating it most emphatically. 
The bill relating to registering of veteri- 
nary surgeons was also defeated. 
The House adopted Mr. Savage's 
amendment to the bill relative to dam- 
ages for injuries on the highways which 
provides that any person may give notice 
to municipal officers of injury in behalf 
of a person injured, and passed the bill 
to be engrossed. 
The amended bounty on seals, bill 
passed in concurrence. 
The bill relating to writing histories 
of Maine Regiments was indefinitely 
postponed by both branches, 
On Tuesday evening, both branches in 
joint session, indulged in the funof a 
mock session. 
Yesterday forenoon the final appropria- 
tion bill was passed, and the legislature 
adjourned . sine die, after a session of 85 
days. We shall review their work some- 
what next week.

GOOD FARMING. 


Editorial Correspondence. 

Whenever a man is found on a farm 
growing the largest possible quantity of 
the food consumed, converting it into 
concentrated form, one has but to look 
to the method of saving and utilizing 
the dressing in order to measure ac- 
curately the natural trend of that 
farmer, and the cundition of his farm. 
These were our thoughts as we’ went 
through the barns of Mr. F. J. Libby, 
Richmond, a farmer carrying nearly 
fifty head of stock on an eighty acre 
farm. Three hundred bushels of corn, 
three hundred of oats and barley, two 
hundred of carrots, in addition to other 
crops, were grown last year on this 
farm. The fodder from the eight acres 
of corn was cured, and is being fed 
daily. Mr. Libby finds no need so far 
for a silo, but feeds his corn dry after 
running through a cutter. 

The twenty-eight milch cows, mostly 
Holsteins, and these largely pure bloods, 
were stalled in a warm, sunny tie-up, 
where there is plenty of fresh air, and 
an abundance of sawdust to take up and 
hold the liquid portions of the dress- 
ing. No bad odors were to be detected 
in that barn. In the basement the hogs 
were working over the dressing, which 
was in good condition. Mr. Libby has 
found by experience that it pays him to 
haul his dressing to the fields every few 
weeks in winter, and spread on the 
snow. Practical tests have been made, 
and always in favor of this practice. 
The cows, as clean as in June, are heavy 
milkers, and as the ration fed is a good 
one, the best results are obtained. 
Cotton seed in small quantities is being 
fed, to save hay and complete the grain 
ration, also because of its manurial value, 

Although nearly thirty of the eighty 
acres are under the plow, this farmer 
does not find it necessary to purchase 
hay, thus proving the high state of cul- 
tivation. The best wish we could have 
for every milk consumer in Maine is 
that the cows producing that milk be 
kept as healthy, as clean and in as good 
condition as those furnishing milk to 
the patrons in Richmond, from this 
farm. The best wish for the young men 
is that they possess as good a farm as 
this, and then so manage that it speak, 
in every department, for that intensive 
culture which insures the largest yield, 
and give evidence of the conversion of 
all the raw products into the most con- 
centrated and valuable form before 
going upon the market. As we ap- 
proach this condition, the agriculture of 
Maine will have increased attractions, 
and be recognized as a profitable indus- 
try.

THE IDEAL ROAD HORSE. 


Among the many establishments 
planted in Maine which have steadly in- 
creased, and to-day occupy an enviable 
position, must be reckoned the stock 
farm of Mr. J. S. Sanborn, Lewiston 
Junction, the largest of its kind in the 
Eastern States, and one of the best. 
Starting with the Holsteins, Mr. San- 
born disposed of his stock before values 
depreciated, and then determined to 
found a horse farm second to none, and 
upon a different basis from others in 
New Englaud. Coming to this decision 
just ata time when trotting stock was 
selling at highest prices, and the one 
idea of speed was uppermost, it required 
courage and will power to establish a 
road horse industry, seeking the founda- 
tion stock entirely outside of trotting 
lines, as the average breeder would inter- 
pretthe term. After carefully surveying 
the field Mr. Sanborn selected the French 
Coach as his family, and, as usual, made 
no mistake. He decided upon this breed 
because of the hundreds of years of sys- 
tematic breeding under the most rigid 
governmental supervision, and the fact 
that with the road horse type there had 
been bred and fixed the speed thought, 
so that the French Derby races, two, 
three and five miles, won by these colts 
over grass meadows, have commanded 
the admiration of the world. The stal- 
lions selected were those closely re- 
lated to, and descendants of, race win- 
ners on both sides. The fine illustra- 
tion on our first page shows one of these 
royal horses, Captain 965, now five years 
old, the electro used being from a photo- 
graph taken of the horse in September, 
1894. The yearling colt is one of the 
handsomest and most promising fillies in 
the State, and a good illustration of the 
type being produced by each of the 
three horses from Maine mares. The 
editor of The Turf Farm and Home 
writes as follows: 

“On the day of our visit, after showing 
the kingly Gemare, the royal Lothaire 
and the superb Captain, and a few of the 
thoroughbred mares, Mr. Sanborn had 
ten of the products of these horses, rang- 
ing in ages from four years to weanlings, 
arranged in matched pairs and strung 
out in front of the stable. They were 
all a deep, golden chestnut, and only one 
or two had any white on them at all. 
The five pairs were dead matches, both 
in size and conformation. As the visitors 
examined them individually and critical- 
ly, some one asked where the poor colts 
were. ‘Out in the back yard,” was Mr. 
Sanborn’s quick reply, and he led the 
way toalarge yard wherea sight long 
to be remembered met the gaze, for here 
were the bays. They had turned outa 
dozen yearlings, every one of them a 
handsome bay. There were no mixed 
colors nor broken stripped faces, but the 
whole dozen were perfect in color, and 
as handsome to look at as you would 
wish to see. Any two of them would 
make a matched pair to be proud of.” 

We give the above from this trotting 
horse paper, as it is strong corroborative 
testimony of the claim made for the 
quality of the stock. | 

In the name of the breed men are often 
misled. The term “coach” has not the 
same significance in France as here, and 
in the two hundred years since the gov- 
ernment took charge of this horse the 
highest type of road horse has been the 
objective point aimed at. We connect 
the words “Coach Horse’ with some- 
thing slow in motion, heavy in type and 
dullin metal, and in so doing makea 
great mistake. These horses are ex- 
ceptional for their intelligence, courage, 
style and road qualities. 

The stallion wanted to-day by every 
owner of amare is the one possessing 
the greatest number of essential qualities 
called for in the road horse, and able to 
transmit the same, controlling the in- 
fluence of the dams. That these horses 
by their prepotent power, resulting from 
generations of continuous breeding for 
this one purpose, are able to do this to a 
marked degree there can be no question. 
He who doubts has but to visit the farm 
and inspect the colts for himself. A 
single hour there will satisfy the most 
incredulous. 

In the use of these stallions the farm- 
ers of Maine may find a direct road to 
profitable and successful horse breeding, 
where life, energy, style, courage, size, 
good disposition and intelligence are 
combined to a remarkable degree.

RECORDING STALLIONS. a3 


Mr. Eaitor: Please in your next issue 
publish the laws in regard to advertising 
a stallion for service. I think there are 
some people who don’t know the penalty 
for a false record or for failing to make 
a correct statement. SUBSCRIBER. 

‘Unity, March 12. 

Sec. 61 of the Revised Statutes as 
amended 1891, reads as follows, and the 
purpose of the laws should be rigidly en- 
forced: 

Section 61. As amended 1889, chapter 
161. ‘The owner or keeper of any stal- 
lion for breeding purposes before adver- 
tising, by written or printed notices, the 
service thereof, shall file a certificate 
with the register of deeds in the county 
where said stallion is owned, or kept, 
stating the name, color, age and size of 
the same, together with the pedigree of 
said stallion, as fully as attainable, and 
the name of the person by whom he was 
bred. And it shall be the duty of such 
register to record such certificate in a 
book kept forthat purpose; copies of 
such certificate, duly certified by such 
register, may be used in evidence, the 
same as the original, in any court in this 
State. The fee of the register for re- 
cording, and for each certificate, shall be 
twenty-five cents. Whoever neglects to 
make and file such certificate shall re- 
cover no compensation for said services, 
and if he knowingly and willfully makes 
and files a false certificate of the state- 
ments aforesaid, he forfeits one hundred 
dollars, to be recovered by complaint, in- 
dictment or action of debt, for the coun- 








ty where the offense is committed.” 


Poultry Department. 








Get the coops ready for the chickens 
before they appear. The broods will 
soon be appearing, and their homes 
should be in readiness, clean, sweet and 
fresh. Give them a good coat of lime- 
wash inside as well as out, and so drive 
away the vermin which never should be 
allowed an entrance. 


Before you condemn the breed or flock 
for not giving you eggs the past months, 
see to it that the food given has not 
been such as would provoke fat at the 
expense of egg making. Don’t blame 
the hens for following your lead to the 
corn bin and so away from the nests. 
One poultryman, who was complaining 
about his Wyandottes not laying for the 
winter, ‘admitted that he had fed on 
corn and wheat, giving all the hens 
wanted to eat, and had kept them in a 
small, warm pen. Now these things 
never did and never will provoke egg 
building. 


One young poultry breeder in Sagada- 
hoc county reported the other day 820 
eggs in January from 50 pullets and 20 
old hens, and over 900 in February, an 
average the latter month of 13, but by 
the continued use of cracked and whole 
corn, with wheat, as a food, the sup- 
ply has largely stopped,and the hens, 
now overfat, are losing the use of their 
leg. Corn inits proper place is one of 
our most valuable food products, but 
out of that place it becomes a positive 
injury, as this young man is finding. 
The lesson of feeding laying hens for 
egg production, and nothing else, can- 
not be too strongly presented or too firm- 
ly adhered to. 


Mr. Editor: You ask for poultry 
notes, and I will tell you how I get eggs. 
I feed a mash of vegetables, and some- 
times a little meal (buckwheat most 
always), in the morning, also some warm 
milk. In the afternoon I give a handful 
of grain for each hen, scattered in the 
straw for them to hunt for. I have hens 
that lay every day, right along, which I 
think is doing very well for winter. I 
warm the grain in the oven. I also give 
them a handful of clover out of the hay 
mow. I can’t convince the men that 
there is any profit in poultry, and con- 
sequently I get no help from them, ex- 
cept what grain they raise.

We will venture the “‘guess” that these 
men are ready to help eat the eggs and 
the poultry when served by this good 
housewife, and that they forget to thank 
her for the same. Such is life. 


An intelligent young farmer in Saga- 
dahoc county, one who has been and is 
realizing from his farm something more 
than a livelihood, sprays his orchard 
with hens and pigs and is free from scab 
and insect pests. By stocking the or- 
chard with hens and pigs so that all 
green growth is kept down and the soil 
thoroughly worked, he is growing yearly, 
larger and better fruit, free from fungus 
and insect destroyers. Evidently the 
hogs and hens not only insure the 
growth of more perfect fruit better in 
quality, able to resist disease, but they 
take care of so large a per cent. of the in- 
sects which prey on leaf and fruit, that 
the orchard is free. This is good busi- 
ness management, and the practice may 
well be extended. 


Have you ever tried a brooder? If 
not, this year is a good time to make the 
experiment. Hatching three or four 
early broods the per cent. of loss is alto- 
gether too heavy in the early season, 
and the five to seven dollars necessary to 
secure a practical brooder suitable for 
fifty to one hundred chicks will prove a 
good investment before the first of June. 
These brooders will take the place of 
the hens, and allow them to repeat their 
work of hatching, thus saving valuable 
time, when time is surely money. More 
and more as time passes must the econo- 
my of production be sought, and this 
will necessitate larger flocks, with the 
use of incubators and brooders. Those 
who grow for their own use will of 
course be governed solely by their in- 
dividual fancies; the person who grows 
for the market must be governed only 
by its demands. 


Mr. Editor: i wish to _ inquire 
through the poultry column of the 
Maine Farmer if cotton seed meal is 
good to mix with morning feed for lay- 
ing hens. | A SUBSCRIBER. 

Yes, provided the quantity be small 
and the per cent. of concentrated food 
in the balance of the ration be reduced 
proportionately. Ten per cent. of cotton 
seed or linseed meal in a grain ration, 
but in this combination which should 
cover also oats, ground wheat, bran and 
animal meal not over two quarts of the 
whole should be used in a bucketful, 
the filling being made of bulky food like 
cooked clover or vegetables. This 
forms a morning ration for thirty hens. 
The trouble does not come from cotton 
seed or linseed, but from their im- 
proper use. The man who feeds for 
health uses all these agents, which be- 
long in the list of “thealth foods,” but 
he gives enougp to preserve the end 
which he is after—perfect health—know- 
ing that there is largest production. 


Again we call attention to a prevailing 
fancy likely to work evil instead of good. 
Just now there is a craze sweeping over 
the country for buff varieties of all 
breeds, and of course they are forth- 
coming, claimed to be pure in blood, 
uniform in type, and such wonderful 
layers that all past records are in danger. 
To those who would invest, we say—go 
slow. The new meteor-like flashes on 
the poultry line come without solid 
foundations, they are largely the reflec- 
tion of our impulse to catch a little trade. 
Those keeping poultry for the dollars

are well grounded and have proven them- 
selves something more than accidents. 
There can be no marked increase in 
growth or production over established 
breeds. As much in these lines can be 
obtained by and through careful selec- 
tions with any breed, and intelligent 
feeding of the growing stock. The 
craving for novelty, the hope of gaining 
something for nothing, loads our poultry 
yards with breeds and birds having no 
intrinsic worth. Their purchase, always 
at long prices, only results in disappoint- 
ment, and for these reasons we urge that 
the buff varieties being pushed to prom- 
inence just at the present time by novelty 
seeking breeders, be left out of the ac- 
count by farmers until their superior 
worth is fully demonstrated.

TOBACCO IN HAVANA. 


Smoking Is Done in AH Places and at 
All Times. 

I have never seen a Havana man 
smoking in church, writes a correspon- 
dent of the Washington Star. It’s 
about the only place where he does not 
smoke. He smokes in the street cars, 
he smokes at the public dining-table, 
he smokes everywhere. The presence 
of women is not considered at all. 
When coffee is brought on the table, 
the Spaniard or Cuban lights his cigar 
or cigarette and begins to send up 
clouds of smoke. He never even thinks 
of saying to the ladies: ‘‘By your leave,” 
for the custom of the eountry is to 
smoke everywhere. On the railway 
trains: there is no smoking compart- 
ment, for a man is privileged, and, in 
fact, expected, to smoke everywhere. 
If he is not smoking, his neighbor will 
offer him a cigarette. The driver of 
your coach will smoke and very likely 
offer youacheroot. At the opera the 
man will walk and smoke between the 
acts in the spaces behind the boxes and 
balconies. You will see finely dressed, 
seemingly well-bred men, with ladies 
in full evening toilet, entering the 
theater and smoking as they go. You 
never see a pipe in Cuba. It is the 
country of the cigar and the cigarette. 
One of the odd sights to a stranger is 
that afforded by the negro women, who 
smoke big, long and black cigars in the 
street. It was here that the smoking 
habit, which has spread around the 
world, had its start, and the Cubans are 
still more devoted to their cigars than 
any other people. The cigar industry 
and the tobacco trade give employment 
toa large portion of the population of 
Havana. In every quarter one will run 
across small establishments where 
from two to ten men are employed 
making cigars, and some children and 
women engaged in stripping tobacco.

THE PASSING OF STEAM. 


Likely to Be Supplanted by Electricity 
Within the Next Ten Years. 

It is confidently predicted, and seems 
self-evident, that the complete disap- 
pearance of steam, both as a motive 
power and as an agent in the industrial 
arts, is a question of only a very short 
time. It is probable, indeed, that a 
single decade will put it upon the re- 
tired list, so far as machinery is con- 
cerned at least. The problem of the 
motor stands directly upon the thres- 
hold of success; a year or a month may 
suffice for the one step in advance. A 
single happy inspiration upon the part 
of one of the many clever minds active- 
ly engaged in searching for the last 
link, the ultimate touch, would do it. 
Among electricians, says a scientific 
exchange, the question is considered to 
rest upon the perfection of the storage 
battery already so nearly perfect. 
With a good storage battery steam, 
as the active principle in all 
engines, must be abandoned, be- 
cause in the prime essentials of econ- 
omy, energy and safety steam, with its 
cumbrous mechanisms, its costliness 
and its uncertainty, could not compare 
with electricity. This is amply proved 
even in the present state of electrical 
applied science. Enough has already 
been accomplished to show that in- 
vestigation is proceeding upon correct 
lines, and that the results aimed at are 
not utopian, but quite agreeable to 
known principles. Indeed, the one 
short step, the one small discovery 
which yet remains unaccomplished will 
certainly achieve the end. Any hour, 
as we said, may witness the relegation 
of steam to the rubbish heap of worn- 


rut and worthless things.

There was a $250,000 conflagration in 
the business portion of Milwaukee, Wis., 
Tuesday night, 

The New Hampshire House, Tuesday, 
passed a bill exempting re-occupied 
abandoned farms from taxation for tive 
years. 

The boiler in King’s steam saw mill at 
Kingsville, N. B., exploded Thursday, 
instantly killing Wellington Smith, aged 
20. Four others were injured. 

The Connecticut Senate has passed 
bill prohibiting the docking of* horses’ 
tails under a penalty of $100 to $300, or 
imprisonment for one year. 

Fire destroyed the greater portion of 
Reid Brothers’ packing house at Ar- 
mourdale, Kansas City, Mo., Sunday 
evening, involving a loss of fully $700,- 
000. 

Major McDonough, ex-Superintendent 
of letter carriers in Boston post office, 
who was convicted of pilfering the con- 
tents of the mails some two months ago, 
was on Tuesday, sentenced to five years 
in the State prison. 

Alfred Coombs, a farmer in the Pond 
District, Amesbury, Mass., took aconite 
Thursday night. by mistake for cough 
medicine, and had a narrow escape from 
death. Two doctors worked over him 
for «cme time and succeeded in saving 
his ti e. 

Gov. Greennalge of Massachusetts has 
nominated Francis A. Gaskill of Worces- 
ter to be judge of the Superior Court, 
vice Judge Aldrich, deceased. Mr. Gas- 
kill is the district attorney for the middle 
district. He has been a prominent law- 
yer in Worcester for nearly a score of 
years. 

Drouth and locusts have caused wide- 
spread famine in eastern equatorial 
Africa. Villages have been depopulated, 
and mission schools and churches have 
been closed. Many natives are selling 
themselves and their children into slavery 
to obtain food. The missionaries in 
Ugogo, Mpwapwa and Mambola have 
joined others in an appeal for aid. 

A syndicate of New York and Atlantic 
City capitalists has formed a company 
which is to be capitalized at $4,000,000, 
to build an electric railroad from New 
York to Atlantic City. If the scheme 
proposed goes through, the road will be 
in operation next summer. It is the 
same company which is building electric 
roads in and about Baltimore and Wash- 
ington, and are now extending it north- 
ward to Philadelphia. 

As Li Hung Chang, the Chinese peace 
envoy, was returning to his lodgings in 
Shimonoseki, after having attended a 
conference with Count Ito and Viscount 
Mutsu, the Japanese peace plenipotenti- 
aries, a young Japanese fired a pistol at 
him. The bullet inflicted a wound in 
Li Hung Chang’s face. It is believed 
the wound is not serious, but the at- 
tempted assassination has caused intense 
excitement. 

Sixty men perished in an explosion at 
the Red Canyon mine at Evanston, 
Wyoming, Wednesday night. The terri- 
fic force of the explosion blew the heav- 
ily timbered shed over the mouth of the 
slope and over the passageway, into 
space, mowing down the tops of the 
power house, tipple shed and other 
buildings. A boy ina buggy was driv- 
ing over the slope at the moment of the 
explosion. He and the horse acd buggy 
were thrown into the air 25 feet and all 
fell in a heap into ths mouth of the 
slope. The shock of the explosion was 
felt for miles. 

The greatest fire in the history of 
Sioux City, la., Thursday morning, de- 
stroyed $400,C00 worth of property. It 
started in a pile of rubbish on the plat- 
form of the Western Transfer & Imple- 
ment Company’s warehouse, and in an 
hour the great iron building, four stories 
high and covering a full quarter block of 
ground, with over $200,000 worth of im- 
plements and carriages, was a heap of 
ruins. The fire spread to the plant of 
Sioux City Linseed Oil Company, and 
soon the big elevator, with 109,090 bush- 
els of flax in it was destroyed. The fire 
was only controlled in time to save the 
main buildings of the Linseed Oil Com- 
pany, including the mill. The loss to 
the company is $100,000; fully insured. 
The Immigration Bureau finished its 
examination at Ellis island, New York 
harbor, Friday. Of the 127 diamond 
cutters who arrived on Thursday on the 
White Star line steamship Majestic, and 
who had been detained on suspicion of 
being contract laborers, 65 of the men 
were given permission to land, and the 
remainder were ordered back to Europe. 
This, with the 13 diamond cutters who 
had arrived on the Westernland on 
Wednesday, makes 75 who were not 
allowed to enter this country. Not all 
of the 75 were found to be contract labor- 
ers, however. Thirty-seven of them 
being without money, were declared to 
be paupers; the others had agreed to 
work in this country under specified con- 
ditions. Many of the men had been 
hired to work for a firm in Cincinnati. 
An attempt was made to burn alive 
Fritz Schneitzler, one of the wealthiest 
men in Wichita, Kansas, and for many 
years in charge of the German immigra- 
tion bureau of the Santa Fé road, Mr. 
Schneitzler was alone in the house, and 
sleeping upstairs. Every hallway lead- 
ing from his room was saturated with 
coal oil and set on fire. The key hole 
of the fire alarm box for that precinct 
was plugged in order to prevent the 
turning in of an alarm. Fortunately a 
railroad man going to work, seeing the 
fire, broke open the alarm box and 
brought out the fire department. 
Schneitzler, who weighs more than four 
hundred pounds, was not able to escape, 
but two firemen ran through the blaze 
and carried him out. All three were 
badly burned. 
Wednesday forenoon, Augusta, » Ga., 
was visited by the most destructive wind 
storm since 1878. The cyclone came 
from the southwest with but little warn- 
ing, and in less than a minute had passed 
over the city into South Carolina. In 
its track houses were swept from their 
foundations and sent in qll directions 
over housetops that were not touched 
by the bounding wind. There were no 
fatalities. In many instances roofs were 
carried away while the occupants were 
left unhurt. The majority of the houses 
ruined were one story, the section over 
which the cyclone passed being inhabited 
mostly by poor whites and negroes. The 
me of the cyclone was abouta mile in 
ength from the first place it struck to 
where it finally rose, and passed over, 
and about 50 yards wide. The path was 
in the shape of an “S.’” The cyclone 
struck about every quarter of a mile, 
making four descents and rebounding. 
There has been a bloody three days’ 
battle at Lima. The _ revolutionary 
forces, led by Pierola, entered the city at 
dawn, Sunday, 17th. Their entrance was 
not meso | by the guards in the city, 
as a heavy mist concealed their move- 
ments. When the forces reached the 
principal square they seized the Church 
of the Towers and other favorable posi- 
tions. Immediately a desperate battle 
began, which lasted all through the day 
and part of the night. It was intensely 
dark, as the gas supply was cut off, and 
the streets, houses and other buildings 
were without illumination. When the 
fighting ceased at night, drunken sol- 
diers roamed through the streets, firing 
shots recklessly. The battle was renewed 
at 5 o’clock Monday morning, and con- 
tinued all through the day. The night 











government forcés marked the opening 
of hostilities on Tuesday. ‘The troops 
sacked the Union and National clubs 
and many of the shops. An armistice 
was arranged for 24 hours to give an 
opportunity to bury the dead and _ re- 
move the dead horses from the streets. 
There was danger of pestilence from the 
bodies in the streets, They were col- 
lected in a pile and burned in the plaza 
Des Armas. Asaresult of their fight- 
ing more than 1500 combatants were 
killed and wounded on both sides. 

In his heroic endeavors to save his 
wife and family from death, John Kurtz 
perished ina fire which swept through 
the four story single tenement, No, 166 
West Twenty-fifth street, New York 
city, early Wednesday morning. But for 
Kurtz's timely warning, his family, as 
well as many others in the building, 
would have shared his fate. Tony 
Ketchum, an insurance agent, who 
roomed on the third floor, jumped from 
the front window in that story and 
landed on the sidewalk with nearly every 
bone in his body broken. He died in 
the hospital. Three others who jumped 
from windows were slightly injured. 
Others escaped to the roof and gained 
entrance to-the adjoining tenement. 
When Kurtz reached the street door of 
the house just before three o’clock, he 
discovered that the vestibule was ablaze. 
He dashed up stairs and aroused his 
older son William. Mrs. Kurtz was 
quickly aroused, and followed by her 
son William she ran up the stairs to the 
roof, where the greater number of the 
other tenants of the house, aroused by 
the shouts of Kurtz, had preceded her. 
The occupants of the third floor gained 
the roof, and crossing to the adjoining 
house, escaped in safety. Two sisters 
named Schamp, who occupied the front 
room on this floor, found escape to the 
roof cut off. The firemen spread tarpau- 
lins under the window and both women 
dropped into them without sustaining 
any injuries. Two of the Kurtz children, 
Mamie and Frank, sixteen and fourteen 
respectively, jumped from a second story 
window. The girl’s hands were badly 
cut, but the boy — injury.

Pil in equity. Ifthe owner of the building 
has no legal interest in the land on which the 
building is erected or to which it is moved, the 
lien attaches to the building, and may be in- 
forced as above provided, and if the owner of 
such land or building so contracting, is a minor 
or married woman, such lien shall exist, and 
such minority or coverture shall not bar a re- 
covery in any bill in equity brought to inforge 
it.’ 

Sect. 2. The liens mentioned in sections 
thirty, thirty-one, thirty-two and thirty-three, 
of chapter nivety-one of the revised statutes, 
may be preserved and inforced by bill in equi- 
ty against the debtor and owner of the prop- 
erty affected, and all other parties interested 
therein, fled with the clerk of court, in the 
county where the house, ——s or appurte- 
nances, on which a lien is claimed, is situated, 
within ninety days after the last of the labor is 
performed or labor or materials are so fur- 
nished, and not otherwise, except as bereia- 
after provided. 

SecrT. 3. The bill shall state that the piain- 
tiff claims a lien on the house, building, or ap- 
purtenances described therein, and the land on 
which it stands, for labor performed, or for la- 
bor or materials furnished, in erecting, alter- 
img; moving or repairing said{house, building, 
Or appurtenances, as the case a be; whether 
§t-was by virtue of a contract with, or by con- 


‘sent of the owner, and if not, that the claimant 


as complied with the provisions of section 





or the last labor or materials are furnished by 
them, as aforesaid. The court may consoli- 
date two or more Dills claiming licens on the 
saine property, into one proceeting, if justice 
shall so require. Any mortgagee or other per- 
son having a claim upon, or interested legally 
or equitably in said property, may be made 
a party. The court shall have power to deter- 
mine all questions of priority of lien or inter- 
est, if any, between parties to the proceeding. 

SECT. 4. The court shall determine the 
amount for which each lienor has a lien upon 
the property, by jury trial, if cither party so 
requests in bill, petition or answer; otherwise 
in such manner as the court shall direct. And 
such determination shall be conclusive as to 
the fact and amount of the lien subject to ap- 

eal and exceptions according to the practice 

equity. Any lienor may contest another 
lienor’s claim upon issues framed under direc- 
tion of the court. 

SEcT, 5. If it is determined that the parties 
or any of them, claiming a lien, have a lien 
upon said building and land, the court may de- 
cree that said property, or such interest in it 
as is subject to the liens, or any of them, shail 
be sold, and shall prescribe the place, time, 
terms, manner and conditions of such sale. 
And any justice, in term time or vacation, may 
order an adjournment of such sale from time 
totime. And a deed of the officer of the court, 
appointed to make such sale, recorded in the 
registry of deeds where the land lies, within 
three months after the sale, shall convey all the 
title of the dehtor and the owner in the prop- 
erty orderedto be sold. Andif justice requires, 
the court may provide in the order of sale, that 
the owner shal) have a right to redeem the 
property from such sale within a time fixed in 
the order of sale. If the court shall determine 
that the whole of the land, on which the lien 
exists is not necessary therefor, it shall de- 
scribe in the order of sale a suitable lot there- 
for, and only so much shall be sold. The lien- 
ors shall share, pro rata; provided, their bills 
or petitions therefor are filed with the clerk of 
court prior to the order of sale, and within the 
ninety days mentioned in sections two and 
three. The court may make such decree in re- 
gard to costs as is equitable. 

SEcT. 6. If the proceeds of the sale after 
payment of costs and expenses of sale, are in- 
sufficient to pay the lien claims and costs in 
full, the court may render judgment against 
the debtor in favor of each individual lievor, 
for the balance of his claim and costs remain- 
ing unpaid, and may issue executions therfor. 
If the proceeds of sale after the payment of 
costs and expenses of sale, are more than suffi- 
cient to pay the lien claims and all costs in full, 
the balance remaining shall be paid to the per- 
son or persons legally or equitably entitled 
thereto. 

SECT. 7. ~~! owner of a building or real 
estate, upon which a lien is claimed as afore- 
said, may petition in writing a justice of the 
supreme judicial courtin term time or vaca- 
tion, setting forth the name of the lienor, the 
court and county in which itis returnable or 
pending, the fact that a lien is claimed thereon 
under sections thirty, thirty-one, thirty-two and 
thirty-three of said chapter, the particular 
building or real estate, and his interests there- 
in, its value and his desire to have it released 
from said lien. Such justice shall issue a 
written notice, which shall be served on the 
lienor, or his attorney, ten days at least, prior 
to the time fixed therein fora hearing. Atthe 
hearing, such justice may order such owner to 
give bonds to the lienor,in such amount and 
with such sureties as he may approve, condi- 
tioned to pay the amount, for which such lienor 
may be entitled toa lien, as determined by 
the court, with his costs on the petition, within 
thirty days after final decree or judgment. 
The clerk shall give the petitioner an attested 
copy of the petition and proceedings, with a

Corporations for the purpose of 
making, generating, selling, distributmn and 
pupply’ ng gas or electricity, or both, for 4 rht- 
ing, heating, manufacfuring or mechanical 
purposes, in any city or town, or two or more 
adjoining cities or towns, within this state, or 
for either or any such purposes, may be organ- 
ized under the provisions of sections sixteen 
seventeen, eighteen, nineteen and twenty o 
chapter forty-eight of the revised statutes of 
this state, and acts amendatory thereof and 
additional thereto, and all provisions of said 
chapter and acts are hereby made applicable to 
such corporations. But no corporation, organ- 
ized hereunder, shall have authority, without 
special act of the legislature, to make, generate, 
sell, distribute or supply gas or electricity, or 
both, for apy purpose, 1g or to any city or 
town, in or to which another company, person 
or firm are making, generating, selling, distri- 
buting or supplying, or are authorized to make, 
generate, sell, distribute or supply gas or 
electricity, or both, without the consentof such 
other company, person or firm.

Any manufacturing corporation 
located and doing business in a town or city in 
which a company incorporated under this act 
proposes to manufacture and introduce gas or 
electricity for any of the purposes named in 
this act, may take and hold stock in such gas or 
electric company toan amount not exceeding 
ten per cent of the capital stock of such last 
named company. 

Sror. 4. Corporations incorporated under 
this act shall be authorized to purchase, hold 
and convey such real estate and personal prop- 
erty as shall be necessary for the purposes for 
which it is created. 

Sror.5. Every such corporation shall have 
authority to lay its pipes and wires and con- 
struct and maintain its lines in, upon, along, 
over, across and under the roads and streets in 
any city or town in which it is authorized to 
supply gas or electricity, or both, subject, how- 
ever, to the conditions and restrictions herein- 
after provided. Butno corporation organized 
hereunder shall have authority, except by 
special act of the legislature, to take, .appro- 
priate or use, the location, pipes, lines or other 
property of any other corporation, person or 
firm, doing or authorized to doa similar busi- 
ness, without the consent of such other corpora- 
tion, person or firm, 

Sece.6. No such corporation shall lay its 
pipes or bury its wires in any road or street, or 
dig up or open the ground inany road or street, 
until it shall have dbtained a permitin writing 
from the municipal oftticers of the city or town 
in which such road or street is located, which 
permit shall be signed by such municipal ofli- 
cers, and shall specify the roadsand streets and 
the location therein in which such pipes or 
wires shall be laid; but such permit shall not 
affect the right of any party or parties to re- 
cover damages for any injury to persons or 
property by the doings of any such corporation. 

Jpon application to them for such permit, the 
municipal officers to whom it is presented shall 
appoint atime and place of hearing thereon, 
and cause said corporation to give public notice 
thereof by publication in some newspaper pub- 
lished or printed in said city or town, if any, at 
least fourteen days before said hearing; if no 
newspaper is published or printed in said tgwn 
or city, then by posting such notice in two or 
more public anc conapeqnens places therein, at 
least fourteen days before said hearing. At 
such hearing any resident and property owner 
in said city or town, and ail other parties inter- 
ested, may appear, and shall be given an oppor- 
tunity to be heard. 

Secr.7. Said corporation shall so dig up and 
open such roads and streets in such a manner 
as to discommode the public travel as little as 
possible, and shall put all such highways, roads 
and streets which it shall dig into and open, 
into as good repair as they were before they 
were dug into and opened; and on failure 80 to 
do within a reasonable time such corporation 
shall be decreed guilty of nuisance. 

Seor.8. Every such corporation authorized 
to make, generate, distribute and supply elec- 
tricity for the purposes named in this act shall 
be authorized to construct and maintain its 
poles, lines, fixtures and appliances upon, along, 
over and across the roads and, streets of any 
city or town in which it is authorized to do busi- 
ness, upon the conditions and under the restric- 
tions provided herein and by chapter three 
hundred and seventy-eightof the public laws of 
eighteen hundred and eighty-five, and all acts 
additional thereto and amendatory thereof, and 
all the provisions of said chapter and acts not 
ivconsistent herewith are hereby made appli- 
cable to such corporations; provided, however, 
that the same shall not be so constructed as to 
incommode the use of such roads and streets 
for public travel; and provided, further, that 
no such corporation shall injure, cut down or 
destroy any fruit trees, or any tree or shrub 
standing and growing for the purposes of shade 
or ornament. 

Srcr.9. Anysuch corporation, by vote ata 
meeting of its stockholders called for the pur- 
pose, may issue coupon or registered bonds to 
provide means for constructing its lines and 
plant, funding its floating debt, or for the pay- 
ment of money borrowed for any lawful pur- 
pose, and may mortgage or pledge, as security 
for the payment of the principal and interest 
of such bonds, a partor all of its property and 
franchise. Such bonds may be issued in sums 
not less than one hundred dollars each, payable 
at periods not exceeding twenty years from the 
date thereof, and bearing interest not exceed- 
ing six per centayear,payable annually orsemi- 
annually, toan amount which, including that 


all the capital stock of the corporation actual- 
ly paid in at the time. 

Secr. 10. Every corporation mcorporated un- 
der the provisions of this act shall be liable in 
all cases, to repay any city or town all sums of 
money that said city or town may be obliged 
to pay on any judgment recovered against it for 
damages occasioned by any obstruction, digging 
up or displacement of any way or street by sai 
corporation, together with counsel fees and 
expenses necessarily incurred in defending said 
town in actions therefor; ——_ however, 
that said corporation shall have notice of the 
commencement of any and all suits for such 
damage, and such corporation shall have the 
right to defend any such action at its own

The certificate provided by said 
section eighteen to be prepared and filed in the 
secretary of state’s office, shall set forth in 
addition to the statements required by said 
section, the general route of telegraph or tele- 
phone lines proposed to be constructed by such 
corporation and the points to be connected 
thereby. 

Sror. 3. Corporations organized under the 
provisions of this act shall have authority, 
exceptas herein limited, to construct, main- 
tain and operate its lines upon and along the 
route or routes and between the points stated 
in its certificate of incorporation. But no cor- 
poration organized hereunder shall bave au- 
thority without special act of the legislature, to 
construct its lines along the route or routes, 
used or authorized to be used, by any other tel- 
egraph or telephone company, person or firm, 
or between points connected, or authorized to 
be connected, by the lines rok bay company, 
person or firm, unless it shall first obtain the 
consent of such other company, person or firm. 

Srcr. 4. Such corporations may, subject to 
the conditions and restrictions provided herein 
and by the statutes of this state, construct its 
lines along, over, under and across any of the 
roads and streets and across or under any of the 
waters upon and along its route or routes, with 
all necessary erections and fixtures therefor; 
provided, however, that the same shall not 
so constructed as to incommode the use of suc 
roads and streets for public travel, or interrupt 
the navigation of such waters; and provided, 
further, that no such corporation shail injure, 
cut down or destroy any fruit tree, or any tree 





or shrub standing and growing for the purpose 
of shade or ornament; and provided, further, 
that this act shall not be so construed as to 
authorize the construction of any bridge across 
any of the waters of the state.

The Homely Woman Has the Capabilities 
In Herself—How the Art ef Pantomime 
May Be Employed as an Element In a 
Bocial Education, 


A homely woman is sadly handicapped, 
and yet I have seen many such develop 
info very pretty creatures through proper 
training. Pantomiming in its present 
perfection is much more than an ordinary 
theatrical accomplishment. It is one of 
the subtlest of arts, to which are brought 
a quick sympathy and comprehension and 
an adaptability as quick as thought itself. 

In Europe it is no uncommon thing for 
women of high social position to study the 
art as a part of their polite education. It 
gives polish, poise and symmetry. It 
broadens, expands and at the same time 
softens a personality. It makes continual 
harmony, running from inflection to in- 
flection with perfect rhythm. Its golden 
secret is in curves, to which the body 
gives expression. 

My scheme of training for any one de- 
sirous of following it would be to begin 
first with the arms and legs. Endeavor to 
walk with the body well balanced and 
supple, turning slowly first with the left 
foot forward, and then the right should 
come in for much practice. This may per- 
haps seem a very simple matter, but feet 
that are uneducated often have a habit of 
throwing their owners in awkward posi- 
tions. 

The greatest difficulty in the training 
of the hands lies in the fingers. They 
should be able to move entirely independ- 
ent of one another. And this is not easy 
of accomplishmnent. Fingers of the or- 
dinary person; are sf jointed, but once 
| under control are capable of a variety of 
shadings that are imporant in a complete 
| picture. 

There is just as much coquetry in a 
hand as there is in a fan, and it is much 
more telling, because itis human. The 
day may yet come when my lady can flash 





from her finger tips. No such diversion ‘« 
mine. It is business with me, and yeta 
business not unmixed with a certain sen- 
timent, for I am the oreature of the au- 
thor whose wosk I delineate. 

I have sometimes given 15 hours a day 
to practice to the hands alone. Especially 
when cold attacks the muscles of the wrist 
this is made absolutely necessary. Of 
course, to a person ii private life this 
would not be essential. To the artist it is 
different.¥ 

With the adaptability of the hands and 
arms comes the training of the body in 
concord of action. It may be of interest 
to know that it is contrary to a fixed rule 
—and an excellent one, too—to cross the 
body with either of the arms. It has been 
done in some rare cases, but the action is 
calculated to ms*%e a discord. 

Icome now to the most important fea- 
ture—the face. Of whatdepth and variety 
of expression the eyes are capable poets 
have sung for ages, and everyday life fur- 
nishes us with numberless examples. 
They are the changeful jewels of woman- 
hood, that tell the truth of her being—and 
quite frequently, too, silent, lily hued les. 

There are eyes which, though they are 
jewels, do not often sparkle, and which 
tell, if they tell at all, a quite common- 
place tale. But the possibilities are there. 
A friend of mine, who is ‘an enthusiast, 
once told me that the eye of fate could be 
so trained as to melt all its fearsomeness 
into the languor of poetry. Perhaps! 

Practice with the eyes is comparatively 
easy to one apt at expression, but the 
metbod is just as severe as that applied to 
the fingers. Anything approaching per- 
fection demands that the eyes,should fol- 
low the general rule and be able to de- 
scribe the curve, to which tho'art owes its 
contour. I am perhaps little vague, but 
the action must bo seen to, be appreciated. 

Any eyes can be trained 60 as to be ca- 
pable of all the delicacy of expression pos- 
sessed by words. And this perfection, I 
should judge, is one that all women would 
desira I have read of women who had 
“speaking eyes,”’ and these should not be 
the particular endowment from a novelist, 
but indeed should be so natural to all 
women that the fact would be a foregone 
conclusion. 

Somo of those natural ‘‘speaking eyes,” 
| I imagine, as a result of not being trained, 
| are limited in their expression, and often 
what they do say is silly and uninterest- 
| ing. If many eyes expressed what their 
owners wanted to say, there would be 
some odd locking persons in the world. 
And here is whero tho art of pantomime 
comes in. It enables one to conceal as 
well as to reveal. An untrained ‘‘speak- 
ing eyo,’’ like an untrained tongue, is 
very often apt to cause trouble. 

Ihave known some artists who have 
put their faces through exercises for plas- 
ticity until the muscles actually ached. 
The muscles of my face are so pliable that 
I have suffered severely from neuralgia 
| here. This, however, should not deter 
any amateur who desires to cultivate ex- 
pression. Such a condition and Hability 
are only acquired after years of incessant 
prattice, and that would bo far more than 
any society woman would need. 

If the artof pantomime pure and simple 
were applied to the parlor, the result 
might be startling, but I emphatically 
hold that, modificd to such conditions, it 
is one of the necessities of refinement. 

For instance, in a mere technical sense 
a volume could be written upon the method 
of smiling, and yet that is something so 
| simple and natural that we never give it 
la thought when wo are moved by some 
| quip or clever mot, or even by the spirit 
of coquetry that is inherent in all women. 

Some women smile a heartless, soulless 
smile merely with the mouth, and there's 
the end of it. The action in every case 
should be more than a mere showing of 
the teeth. Next toa woman’s eyes her 
smile is her glory, and it should be well 
cultivated to mean more than a mere phys- 
ical expression of an impulse. It should 
be the impuise itself. It should be any 
mental state the intelligence of which the 
person wishes to convey. 

1t is possible for a woman who has a 
large mouth and big tecth tosmile and 
look pretty. She must be properly schooled, 
of course, and have acquired the method 
of concealing ag well as revealing. 

I do not speak merely as an enthusiast, 
but as a person who has laboriously sound- 
ed the depths of the art, and I am sincere 
when I say that I think it will prove the 
salvation‘of the homely woman. Let her 
fee] that the sun of promise is hidden in 
herself, and that beauty, after all, is a 
mere comparison.—Mlle. Pilar-Morin in 
New York Herald.

: Canned Goods, 

In regard to canned goods an eminent 
physician says: ‘*Reject every article that 
does not show the line of rosin round the 
edge of the solder of the cap, the same as 
is seen on the seam on theside of the can. 
Reject every can that does not have the 
name of the manufacturer or firm upon it 
as wellas the name of the company or 
town where manufactured. Standards 
have all this. When the wholesale dealer 
is ashamed to have his name on the goods, 
fight shy of him. Press up the bottom of 
the can. If decomposition is beginning, 
the tin will rattle the same as the bottom 
of the oiler of your sewing machine will 
do. If the goods are sound, it will be solid, 
and there will be norattleinthe tin. Re- 
ject every tin that shows any sign of rust 
around the oap on the inside of the head 
of tho can. If housekeepers are educated 
on these points, then the muriate of zino 
amalgam will becomea thing of the past.” 


The Toothbrush. 

The care of the toothbrush is an impor 
tant subject, of which, as a rule, but little 
isknown. Tap the brush before using it 
to see if you can jerk out any loose bristles. 
Tap the brush after using it to shake out 
tho water and put it away fairly dry. Do 
not keep it closely shut up in a brush tray 
or dressing case bottle. Loose bristles may 
be found in a new brush in consequence 
of the wire having cut the bristles in half 
while drawing them into the hole, the 
knot being too full. Bristles may project 
beyond the level of brush, the knot being 
too slack. Clip them off. Do not witb- 
draw them, and thereby make the knot 
still looser. Bristles will perish if brushes 
are put away thoroughly wet and left for 
days to get quite dry. After a time even 
with the greatest care this will happen. 
Brushes will smell offensively if closely 
shut up when wet. They will also become 
discclored. 





Ke«ping Fruit In Our Rooms, 

We ehculd be chary of keeping ripe 
fruit in our sitting rooms, and especially 
beware of keeping it in a sickroom for 
any length of time. Tbatcompleint which 
some people make about a faint sensation 


in the presonce of fruit is not fanoiful. 
Thoy may bo rea}ls vcted by 1% Twe 
chemists have sli vat from the mo- 
ment of plucking apples, cherries, cur 


rants and other fruits are subject te con- 
stant transformation. At frst they ab- 
sorb oxygen, thus robbing the surround- 
ing air of its vital element. Then they 
evolve carbonic acid, and this in far 
greater volume than the purer gas is ab- 
sorbed, so that we have poison given u 
in the place of pure air, with compoun 
interest. 


House Linen. 


Do not permit table or bed linen to Iie 
from year to year without being used. It 
wiillast the longer for an occasional wasb- 
ing. Ifit be already very yellow, cut up 
@ pound of white soap in 4 quarts of milk, 
put it over the fire ina boiler, and when 
the soap has dissolved put in thelinen and 
boil 15 minutes; then wash in soapsuds 
and rinse twice in clean water, blueing 
the last water slightly. The possessor of 
a perass plot can whiten her choice linen by 
simply rinsing in soapsuds and laying it 
on the grass for two or three daya. Rinse 
in clear water and dry on the line, and it 
will be sweet and fresh and white.
